SCIENTIST "ON TO THE CURVE." 


According to the papers a British 


scientist has figured out exactly how 
a baseball pitcher makes a ball de- 
scribe a lateral curve in the air after 
it leaves his hand and has made it 
so plain by description and diagrams 
In ft scientific magazine that anybody 
can understand just how it is done-, 
and the scientific principles involved 
in doing it. If this is" time, the Brit- 
ish savant has done something that 
has waited a long while for the do- 
ing, and his explanation w~uld be a 
good thing for the Sunday paper on 
this side of the Atlantic that should 
he the first to get hold of it and print 
it in full, diagrams and all. 


Years ago, when the 
baseball 


cranks first commenced to talk about 
" curve balls," the scientists scoffed 
at the tdoa. They proved by all sorts 
of scientific calculations 
and 
data 


that it was scientifically impossible 
for a spherical projectile to be made 
to describe a lateral curve through 
the air—as absolutely impossible as 
It is to prevent it describing a curve 
the other way. The baseball men 
retorted that they didn't care if it 
•was impossible—they could 
do 
it 


One day some base ballists planned a 
test—an actual, visible test, not a 
scientific one—and 
invited 
several 


gentleman of eminence in the scien- 
tific world to witness it. 


This was in the days before- na- 


tional leagues and high-priced profes- 
sional teams had come into existence, 
and the test was had at Detroit, 
where the Harvard, then the crack 
team of the country, and the Detroits. 
who ranked next to the Harvards. 
had played a game the previous day 
and were to play again. A wooden 
screen fifteen feet long and ten or 
twleve feet high was prepared, built 
so that it could be easily shifted in 
position, and then the professors of 
the 
University of Michigan, who 


were among those who had demon- 
strated the impossibility of pitching 
a curve ball, were invited to •usit the 
ball ground in the early 
morning, 


•when there 
would 
bc> 
no 
crowd 


around to bother, and see the Har- 
vard and Detroit pitchers do the im- 
possible. The invitation was accept- 
ed, and the professors were there in 
force. 


The screen was placed at the bat- 


ter's station, in such a way that tho 
catcher was wholly out of sight from 
the pitcher's position, and then tho 
Harvard pitcher tried his hand, some 
of the professors standing behind or 
close to the pitcher, where they could 
not see the catcher, and others stand- 
ing well back behind 
the 
catcher, 


where they could not see the pltrher. 
The first ball delivered described a 
curve that was plainly 
visible, but 


the pitcher counted it a failure, a« it 
•truck the edge of tho screen and 
bounded off into tho grass; but tho 
second ball just cleared the ^screen 
and disappeared behind it, and was 
csutht by the catcher without the 
k««n observers in front of the Mreen 
betaK ftblo to see him or his hands, 
and without those behind the screen 
bctaf able to sec any part of the 


This was done repeatedly, and then 


the series's position was shifted to 
accommodate the 
Detroit 
pitcher, 


who was left handed . The 
Detroit 


pitcher duplicated the Harvard man's 
performance without difficulty, 
and 


lie puzzled scientists were forced to 
admit thai while causing a ball to 
make a lateral curve was a scientific 
impossibility, yet the baseball pitch- 
ers could and did do H. 


They have been doing it ever sinca, 


and plenty of schoolboys now have 
urve-s that the Detroits and Har- 
vards of that time did not dream of. 
but just how iba curve is made has 
never been 
scientifically 
explained 


until now—Sf the 
British scientist 


aas now really made it plain.

\Ve have tl^ret'ore specified oil meal 
in the above formula partly for this 
reason and partly for the further rea- 
son that this feed seems to have a C'e- 
tetic value that the chemist cannct 
reach in his analysis or the veterina- 
rian fully explain. The fact remains, 
however, that in some way and some- 
how it serves a very excellent purpose.

corn for silo does not exceed 50 cents 
per ton; hence silage all ready for the 
stock need not cost to exceed §1.50 per 
ton. Perhaps the beginner could not 
grow and put up silage at this low fig- 
ure; however, we believe that Yankee 
ingenuity will sooner or later bring the 
cost of putting up silage to even a low- 
er figure than this.—A. W. Trow in 
Farmer. 


How Often Shall We Feed? 


Cows appear to give better results 


when fed twice a day than when fed 
more frequently, says Midland Farmer. 
When fed as frequently as three or 
four times a day they arc up on their 
feet straining and worrying for their 
feed some time before it gets to them. 
Investigations have recently taught us 
that an animal is using every energy 
when standing that in lying might go 
to some other use. 
Ruminants have 


large stomachs and when the animal 
lies down, contented and satisfied, tho 
better the returns will be for the own- 
er. It is well understood it will cost 
less and be more convenient to feed the 
ration in two feeds than oftener, and 
it should also be understood that much, 
very much, depends on what is con- 
tained in the two feeds given. It does 
not follow that this means the saving 
of one feed; far from it. 


Grain find Pasture. 


There is a difference of opinion re- 


garding the economy of feeding grain 
while cows are on pasture. There is 
no doubt that a cow will produce 
more milk if fed grain while on pas- 
ture, and if a large yield is of more im- 
portance than economy of production 
grain should surely bo fed. Where a 
small amount of grain is f<?d corn is well 
adapted, as it will not unbalance the 
ration; if large amounts of grain are 
fed, 
other grains, such as bran, gluten 


meal, oats or cotton seed meal, should 
form part of the ration. Experiments 
at Cornell covering four years made, 
with cows on pasture which supplied 
an 
abundance of nutritious 
grain 


showed that while tho grain fed iu- 
ereased tho milk yield it was not 
economical to produce it in that way. 


Corn «s n Supplement. 


While pasturage is good and abun- 


dant the cow is about as well provided 
for as she can be. Unfortunately the 
season of abundant pasturage is short 
and this shortage is often the critical 
time of the year for the dairy cow. She 
must be carried over it with her milk 
How undlnunishcd or she will not do 
her best, as no amount of food will 
bring back the yield of milk once lost. 
The cheapest and most efficient feed 
with which to supplement pastures 
during thia period is probably corn, 
either green or in the form of ensilage. 
—Dairy and Creamery. 


Scedn In Brnii. 


The next time you purchase bran ex- 


amine it carefully to sec whether it 
contains whole weed seeds. There 
was seut to Wisconsin last year a car 
of bran that contained .72,000 seeds to 
tho pound, says an exchange. Think 
of putting the manure from ten tons of 
that bran on a field!

I usually raise is; scr^s o* corn, and 
for my sl!o cnt that which Ss not apt 
to !Ji^n:r'-' ia tiiiie to avoid iajary from 
frost. I have tried the various Tarie- 
tiej of eoru designed especially for en- 
silage. but have not bnd as good suc- 
cess as with the ordinary field varieties. 
Were I plaining my entire acreage for 
ensilage purposes I would make no 
change in seed or method of planting 
or cultivation, except to drop more ker- 
nels in each bill. 


There is a difference In the digestive 


capacity and requirements of cattle. 
but for the ordinary cow forty pounds 
of ensilage, ten pounds of clover and 
timothy hay and four pounds of oats 
and bran would constitute a good ra- 
tion, well balanced, for one day'a feed. 
Ordinarily I cut corn for ensilage about 
a week before it is ready to shock. 
Some of my corn was frosted this year, 
but it made good ensilage. I used more 
water than usual on it, and this takes 
the place of tthe juices which are want- 
ing. I would do the same thing when 
putting up drier corn. 


There has been a shrinkage of late 


in the creameries in Iowa. Had th« 
dairymen used silos these 200 creamer- 
ies could have been kept open. The 
time is coming when sufficient ensilage 
will be saved to feed milking cows dur- 
ing the dry period of the summer. I 
have experimented with alfalfa a little 
of late. If we can succeed in raising it 
successfully here, we will have secured 
a feed of great value in milk produc- 
tion.

The Valne of Shelter. 


The value of shelter and comfort for 


cattle is demonstrated in an experi- 
ment made by the Arizona station. A 
herd of milk cows was exposed for 
three days to a cold rain, at the end of 
which time the flow of milk had de- 
creased just one-half, notwithstanding 
that the cattle were properly fed. 
It 


was a month before the cows gave aa 
much milk as before the exposure.

An old bran sack Is a good thing to 


eienn off tlie Udder of the cows with 
before milking. 
Don't depend upon 


your own bare hand to do It. The man 
who doe* that tuny be sure that his 
milk will take tho odors "from the 
barn" every time, and that odor will 
puu right on down Into tu« LutUr tub. 


One hundred pounds of good milk 


contain about 87 pounds of water, 4 
pounds of fat, 5 pounds of milk sugar 
a 3-10 of casein and albumen anc 
seven-tenths pound of mineral matter 
or salts. These constituents vary be- 
tween wide limits. The total solids 01 
milk may bo as low as 10 or as high 
as IS parts in 100. The fat varies In 
quantity more than any other part of 
the milk, running as low as 2 parts in 
100 and as high as 7. The larger tho 
proportion of fat the richer the milk. 


Most of the states and many cities 


have a legal standard for the composl 
tion of milk, and any falling below this 
standard is legally regarded as adul 
teratcd, although it may be, In fact 
tho pure natural product 
The laws 


usually require 3 or S1^ per cent of fa 
and 9 or 9'/;j per ceut of "solids noi 
fat." The "total solids" required thus 
vary from 12 to 13 per cent, according 
to different laws, which means, 01 
course, that in every 100 pounds ot 
milk there must be 12 or 13 pounds of 
solid matter. These legal requirements 
are justified by the fact that it ia the 
solid matter and not the water which 
gives value to milk.—Farmers' Bulle 
tin 42. 


Active olco MakerH. 


The dairyman who thinks that the 


olco makers are going to stop coloring 
oleo without making a vigorous at- 
tempt to find a method that the law 
will not forbid Is very much mistaken 
says Hoard's Dairyman. Ever since 
the law was passed nil the skill of 
some of the best chemists in the coun- 
try has been at work on the question 
of finding n natural color for oleo. At 
one time palm oil seemed to furnish 
whnt was wanted nnd a color that the 
analyst could not Identify. But what 
ono chemist puts together another one 
can usually pull apnrt, and a method 
of identifying the pnlm oil color has 
been found, nnd the successful manu- 
facture of colored unused oleo is •Ull 
In the distance.

One evening in the spring of 1SS1 1

THE MARSHAL WAS SHOT FROM BEHIND. 
He was born a Texan, was a man of 
rare ability, full of resolution and 
faithful to bis duty. 


The hills not far away were infest- 


ed at that time with a part of the no- 
torious gang of desperadoes, everj 
nan of them a desperate highwayman 
When I met Studemire be stopped me 
and asked: 


"What are you going to do tonight, 


John':" 


"I've just ridden in from Del Korte." 


I said, "and I am tired and am going 
borne." 


"Got your gun with you?" asked 


Dal. 


I told him I had it. 
"Come quickly M-ith me, then," said 


the marshal. "I'm going to capture 
Campbell and Stern, two of the Kid's 
gang. They're desperate lads, and I 
bear they are in the upper end of the 
town now. I wish you would guard 
my rear so that I am not attacked. 
I'll do the shooting. It's not j-our job. 
but I don't want to be shot in the 
tack. Will you go?" 


I went, and we sailed up the middle 


of the street, Dal with his pair of 
forty-ones and I with my revolver. 
Old Betsy. 
We walked rapidly, and 


I had to admire the cool courage, not 
to say daredeviltry. of the young mar- 
shal. He seemed perfectly confident 
of getting his men, und he went along 
the street in full view of the crowd, 
both hands at his revolver belt 


We had walked scarcely a distance 


of two blocks when the ball opened. 
The two desperadoes jumped from be- 
hind the old Grand Central hotel, then 
an adobe house, and brought their Win- 
chesters down upon Dal. Both weap- 
ons spoke, but the balls went above the 
target. Without flinching or batting an 
eye or showing the least fear on earth 
I)al whipped out both revolvers. They 
spoke almost simultaneously. Camp- 
bell lurched forward with a great, ugly 
bullet hole directly between his eyes. 
IJefore he had struck the ground Stern 
was sinking into a heap, shot through 
the head. Dal rushed up to the men 
and found them both dead. 


It was the quickest work I ever saw. 


But how it was the men fired high I 
never could understand. 
Both were 


dead shots, and one took his life in his 
bands to get near them on the trails. 


Dai's coolness and courage in this 


fight were made still more evident In a 
fatal encounter with other desperadoes 
a few days later. I beard that a feud 
existed and plans were being made to 
kill the young marshal, who was quiet- 
ly ridding the country of the bad men. 
Dal was a fellow who became easily 
oxcited and was hard to control when 
not staring danger In the fncc. He was 
absolutely fearless, but never thought 
of himself. I told him to be careful; 
that the bad men were sfter him. 


At a Into Irour I took him to my camp 


In old No. 0. the Hdobe house where 
Colonel Howie lived when be was best 
known. It was early Sunday morning, 
•nd I mad* him promise he would be 
watchful. I told him I had to go to 
Cbil'iiuliuti, Mexlc-o. on business and 
l*aU to b» «t Saa Jos* tbo next day. 


When be left tint boose b« looked at 
me aud said: ' I°= set ifr^id. I'm go- 
ing to dijf tbeoi op anyway." And be 
went. 


I left fcr ilesJeo a* Dal went down 


town. He walked straight to ihe door 
of the saloon where the bad men eon- 
gregated. He pushed open the door, 
and as he walked in the most desperate 
of ihs men fired a wvoJwr at J>al, but 
the bullet went wild, a strange thins 
in those early frontier days. Before be 
could pull the trigger a second lime: 
Dal. with the courage of a lion, flashed 
out his revolver and shot. The bullet 
struck the desperado's liitle finger at 
the _knuekle. coursed along the arm and 
completely shattered ihe t-Ibow. 


Raising his revolver. Dal made 


ready to clean out the gang, but be-; 
fore he could move a man stepped up 
behind him. placed a \Vlnche-sier rifle: 
at the base of his skull and fUerally 
blew off the head of one of the bravest 
< 


and most useful Texaiis of that time. ; 


For a long time the mails had been 


robbed often in crossing the Hornado 
del Muerto. or Valley of Death, a 
series of low sand hills covered only 
with cacti and destitute of water. The 
trails were being run closely; still the 
mails, especially the registered depart- 
ments, were often robbed and sacks 
and all carried away.

ing peaks is stored. Through the win- 
ter this flume has been unused. When 
the snows melted last month the water 
increased to such volume as to threaten 
the destruction,of the dam.
